It has been almost perfect 
growing уеаНег this year 
said Harold Rabin, Belle 
Glade Sales Manager for 
Choate Farms. 

As a result, the season 
looks good at the present. 

In celery, he said, there 
has been heavier plantings, 
heavier shipments and pric- 
es have been a litle higher 
than last year’s prices. This 
improvement could hold for 
the next 90 days, Rabin said 
due to crop damage in Cali- 
fornia. 

Sweet corn is being pro- 
duced only in Florida now 
and there are heavier acre- 
shipments 
than last year. The market 


should remain ‘steady. 

Rain in October brought 
disaster for the east coast 
bean growers, resulting in 
the best bean season in 15 
or 20 years, up to now, in 
the Glades, Rabin reported. 

Leafy crop is generally 
heavier this year with heav- 
ier shipments out of state, 
good quality and lower pri- 
ces, he said. 

By this time last year, 
August and October hurri- 
canes had already damaged 
Glades crops, Ahead were 
two damaging frost, that of 
January 18, one of the cold. 
еі days on record, and Feb- 
ruary 27.

Hear Of "Mexico, Past, Present” 


Rotary members and their 
guests, 20 college students

times a year over a three

refinery built, later a plant 
converting molasses to in- 
dustrial alcohol was built. 

Two years ago non-irri- 
gated land was put to use 
growing “a superior quality 
of cotton” and the building 
of “the most modern and 
fully automatic cotton gin 
in the American mainland.” 

Farmers and workers are 
not paid wages but rather 
share the profits. The first 
10 percent of these profits 
are spent for “social pro- 
jects, like the building and 
schools and hospitals.” 

Under ‘this method the 
average annual income per 
family has risen from $50 
to $283. This has been done 
without strikes or foreign 
aid money, LeGrand pointed 
out. 

The talk was concluded 
with slides of an excavation 
site, Monte Alban, near 
Mexico City. This “ancient 
culture which thrived from 
2000 B. €. to about 400 A 
D. is rich with examples 
of the artistic heritage of 
the Mexican people.

1965 showed an increase 
of 705 head over 1964 sales

It is so easy to underesti- 
mate the magnitude of the 
communist danger by con- 
sidering the number of com- 
munists as a percentage of 
the total population. This is 
particularly true in a coun- 
try with democratic tradi- 
tions where political power 
is derived through the popu- 
lar vote. Since communism 
has never come to power by 
popular vote, it is a dan- 
gerous fallacy to judge its 
strength by the number they 
can persuade to follow 
them. The triumphs of com- 
munism witness to the pow- 
er of the organized, discip- 
lined, and dedicated few. 
This has been true from the 
original conquest of Russia 
by Lenin to the conquest 
of Cuba by Castro. 

In 1917 the population of 
Russia was about 160 mil- 
lion. Lenin was the leader 
ot a small, fantaical, revo- 
lutionary Marxist sect call- 
ed Bolshevism. He lived in 
exile in Geneva, Switzer- 
land. In February, 1917, a 

spontaneous revolution 
over-threw czarism' in Rus- 
sia and a provisional govern 
ment was formed to pre- 
pare for free elections to 
establish a constitutional, 
democratic republic. The 
provisional government de- 
clared a political amnesty 
and by courtesy of the Ger- 
man high command, Lenin 
was transported from Swit- 
zerland to Russia. On ar- 
rival in Petrograd, now 
known as ingrad, he 
startled friend and foe a- 
like with the announcement 
that he had returned to 
conquer and rule Russia. At 


year (13,501) had lived only 5 years or less. 

In the last few years the trend of business fail- 
ures has been up. Not just new companies—in 1947 
only 9.1 percent of businesses over 10 years of age 
failed. As recently as 1954 this percentage was only 
15.5 percent but now it is approaching 30 percent. No 
business is safe. Creeping socialism can kill the old 
established operations just as easily as the new ones. 

These numbers and percentages do not cover any-

History records that the 
prediction of Lenin was no 
idle boast produced by de- 
lusions of grandeur but an 
accurate description of fu- 
ture events. Lenin had de- 
vised a technique whereby 
a small minority could bend 
the large to its 
will, He had developed most 
efficient techniques for the 
seizure and maintenance 
of power, These techniques 
are Called the science -of 
Marxism-Leninism by com- 
munists everywhere. Since 
Karl Marx, every commun- 
ist has proudly clothed him- 
self in the mantle of the 
scientist. 

Karl Marx lived when 
science was in the process of 
transforming the world. The 
achievements of science 
were plain for all to see. Sci- 
ence was the mistress who 
infatuated the young intel- 
lectuals of the world! The 
claim of Marxism to be sci- 
entific exercised a great ap- 
peal to them. 

A scientist is an individ- 
ual who transforms exist- 
ing forces into servants, He 
multiplies his personal po- 
wer hundreds, thousands, & 
even millions of times by 
the use of existing forces. 
‘These forces have often been 
in existence for countless 
years but have remained 
unharnessed and purpose- 
less. In this sense the sailor 
was a scientist who learned 
to harness the wind so that 
he could make it drive a 
boat against itself, He did 
not create the wind. The 
modern aeronautical scient- 
ist has harnessed the weight 
of the atmosphere so that 
the pilot of an airplane may 
lift an enormous machine, 
weighing many tons, miles 
into the sky. The weight of 
the atmosphere has existed 
since the birth of the world, 
but it has only been scienti- 
fically harnessed by man 
during the past 60 years. 

The communists harness 
what they call “social for- 
ces.” These are forces which 


operate to establish similar 
impulses in large numbers 
of people. Any widely shar- 
ed grievance, desire, or need 
creates a social force. Some 
of these forces are good and 
work for the well-being and 
happiness of mankind; some 
are evil and work for hu- 
man destruction, To the com 
munist it is a matter of in- 
difference whether the for- 
ce is good or evil. He must 
strive to harness it and use 
it to established communist 
dictatorship.

In 1928 they robbed 
the peasants of thefand they 
had given them in 1917 and 
forced them into collec- 
tives, The social force creat- 
ed by the desire to own pri- 
vate property had served its 
Purpose. 

Likewise in China the slo-

The communists re- 
cruited the support of the 
Chinese peasants by the pro- 
mise of landownership. 
When they conquered an 
area,( they kept their pro- 
mise. Many alleged experts, 
who understood the Marx- 
ist objective but not the 
Leninist pathway, thought 
they saw a contradiction be- 
tween the program of dis- 
tributing land and commun- 
ism. They claimed that the 
Chinese leaders could not 
be communists but were A- 
grarian reformers. Agarian 
reform is simply a way sta- 
tion on the path to the com- 
munists objective. The pea- 
sants of China were even 
less fortunate than those of 
Russia, They owned their 
land for only two or three 
years befort the communists 
took it from them and {огс- 
ed them into collectives and 
communes,
